"Caesar -said that no one had 
ever come to the end af the .gteat 
forest af Germany, the Hercynian, 
or. Silra Nigta, even if he had 
journeyed sixty days, travelling 
quickly. ‘The remains of that 
* forest primeval“ are called the 
Black Forest. Tha’ maps ex- 
hibited had been so clear that no 
one present would have the slight- 
est difficulty in getting. tbere. 
Roughly, the forest occupied 
1.200 square miles of the country 
insido a great isosceles triangle 
in the Grand Duchy of Baden 
andthe Kingdom of Wurtemberg, 
with Heidelberg as its apex, and 
Constance at its Eastern foot and 
Basel at its Western. Itwas 100 
miles long and forty to twenty 
miles broad. Tt was easily reach- 
ed from England via Strasburg, 
or the Rhine route. In the 
mountainous and fotest region 
held in the arms of the great 
Riine there was, he made bold 
to say, as much that was purely 
beautiful, without being over- 
powering, as in any similar area 
ic the world: There were ‘pass- 
able mountains, there were the 
deepest, sweetest valleys, with 
the slopes dressed in the richest 
green: there were ravishing forest 
paths, where the foot trod on soft 
moxses and brown pine-needles, 
and the ese wandered. through 
vistas of stately pine trunks, as 
through the columned aisles of & 
cathedral. . 

There were good roads, eng- 
ineered with great skill winding 
through forest glades of such 
entrancing greenery, that the 
biggest fool of a scorching motor- 
ial would be compelled by the 
sheer force ofthe beanty -of the 
secnes to-go dead slow, or get 
out and walk. The charm of the 
Black Forest was not in giant 
peaks: did they want to break 
their necks is high climbing let 
them cross over the Rhine to 
Switzerland. “It wae rather in 
the valleys thatthe great charm 
of the Black Forest was to be 
sought. In| their romantic 
seclusion, in their wild and lone- 
ly grandeur. in their pastural 
richness, the trout stream 
watered valleys’ (‘of the 
Black Forest presented as 
beautiful and varied gems. of 
nature as the world conld show. 
It would be eppreciated by those 
for whom the swelling contour of 
wooded hills and dales had an 
undying charm; by whose to 
whom the untrodden forest meant 
a world of undiscovered wonders.” 
That was su. 


TRAVELLING ON FOOT. 


Foot travel was the best. Such 
alluring peeps. such fairy vistas, 
such mossy nooks opened up on 
every side, that only foot travel- 
lers could visit. Let them start 
from Rastadt in the. north, or 
Baden-Baden, or Freiburg on its

Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation allowed us some con- 
cession as to the rate of intorest 
paid on these moneys while in 
current account (some 33; . on 
the average, as ugainst 2) the 
situation would have been ever 
more serious. As it may be said 
that—apart from the nomina! 
deficiency on the Chinese Re- 
organization Loan’-we secured 
the estimated income on our 
silver investments, with a balance 
of $8,800 representing intcrest on 
the Chater Benafaction.

Cur other principal sources of 
income which are a matter of 
estimate-- Tuition Fees.and Profit 
on Hostels—proved to have been 
over-estimated, the former by 
nearty $9,000 and the latser by 
nearly $4,000.
